Prof. Tatton did not seetiat the case was 
materially changed before the Synod from what 
it was before the Presbytery. Mr. Noyes knew as 
well as anybody that the evidence was not read in 
the Pres}yterv. The pr.nted volume of the trial 
contained a stipulation between himeelf and Mr. 
Noves whereby it was agreed that the docu- 
mentary evidence should not be read, that it 
should be waived by both partres except so far 
as it should be used by each in argument of the 

case proandcon. He could not see by what 
right one part of the testimony should be read 
rather than anocher. 

Mr. Noves repited that the stipulation expired 
by limitation at the end of the trial, and he had 
no autnority to make any stipulation with regard 
to the disposition to be made of the evidence. 

After a protracted discussion, the motion of 
Mr. Sickles to strike out was agreed to, thus 
making the reading of the testimony necessary.

These cases—and many similar ones might be cited 
—wake it evident thata party aggrieved is one who 
has been on trial, and whose rights have been involved 
|} and injured as the result of that trial. 
| This has not been the case with Prof, Patton; 
| he ie, therefore, not aggrieved, aud cannot appeal. 
But there are other unalogies of practice in the civil 
courts which thorough'y confirm this view, In any 
, alleged offense aguinst the State, the prosecutur 
| appears, not in his own behalf, but in behaif of the 
| State whose lawsitis claimed have been violated. He 
represents, not himself, but the State. He seeks to vin- 
dicate, not his own violated rights, but the violated 
honor and majesty of the State, in which he has only 
| an equal interest with all other citizens, If the alleged 
| offender whom he prosecutes is acquitted, that acquit- 
| tul carries with it no personal injury to the prosecutor. 
. His personal interests have not been involved in the 
» prosecution, and so it is not possible that a verdict of 

acquittal can be injurious to him personally, It may 
| be a .damage to the State; it may bean injury to the 
| cause of justice, and to the securmty of society, In this 

sense the prosecutor may be injured by the ver- 

dict, but then only in euch degree as ail 
_ other citizens are injured. But the prosecutor

what it is--to be overcome by an unworthy and un- 
| Scrupulous ambition to achieve success by o}rtaining 
| Conviction, For these reasons, special facilities, if 
| they sre given at aii, shonld be given to hirn, rather 
| than to sny self-appointed prosecutor, who muy 
| be impeiled to his task, in the first instance, 
by prejudice or revenge, or who, entering upon 
| his task from honest motives, may afterwards give 
| Way to an overmastering ambition to succeed at what. 

Hence | mainiain that my argument, 
drawn from the practice of civil courts, is not at ail

Prof, Patton, 
then, might

or both. Butthe simple fact is that a Verdict of ac- 
quittal, whether given ina civil court under a crimi- 
nea! prosecution or in an en court on en 
indictment charging a public offense, does not neces- 
sarily carry with it any retroactive and damaging 
force against the prosecutor. The prosecuting wit- 
ness in the former case, and the volunteer prosecutor 
in the latter, have acted, in the presumption of charity, 
wholly from considerations of public good, Not seek- 
ug the redress of any personal wrongs, or th 
cation of any violated frighia, an 
veridicé could not ili 
of them any personalinjury. And ag the prosecuting 
witness in a civil court is denied the right of appeal, 
80 one who brings e prosecution for a publie offense 
in an ecclesiastical court vught to be, and is, for the 
saline reason, forbidden to appeal, He is not an ag- 
a@rieved party. 

In private offenses, whether tried under civil or 
under ecclesiastical law, the case is different. Then 
both prosecutor and prosecuted appeal, and for 
the very obvieus and sufficient taat both are 
liable to be aggrieved,—i, ¢.,, 
wr by the verdict, For 
with defrauding him (not the gen 
but the specific one of fraud), and 
prosecutes him in an ecclesiastical cour, 
of the court is that the charge is not sustained. Here 
A is aggrieved, personally wronged by the decision, 
and for tais reason may appeal, (CO, F. Lowerie & 
Kelso, 50.) 

But in the case before us there is ne persenai in- 
terest, Pation is but the revresentative of common 
fame, sustaining the same relation to the case, under 
ecclesiastical law, that @ prosecuting attorney, or a 
prosecuting witness, under civil law, sustains to a 
criminal prosecution, Neither can, legally or equita- 
bly, appeal from anu adverse decision, 

THE LAW ON APPEALS, 

That this is a true stavement of the case may 
be made still more. evident by a careful 
study and enalysis of the different provisious 
of our law of appeal, I have so far brought under 
examination only the first aad last sub-sections of 
that law, Let me now ask your attention to such of 
the other sub-sections as bear upon the rigit of appeal. 
I shall examine them in their order, 

Chap. VIL., Sec, I1f., Sub-Sec, [1., B. D,, says: “ All 
persons who Ahuve suomitied to @ requiur trial in an 
iuferior, may appeal to a higher, judicatory,” 

But Prof, Patton has not submilted to any trial at 
all. He has not been arraigned: be was the arraigner, 
To submit to @ trial is not to bring, but to answer 6o, 
aformai indictment, It is to conseut to have one’s 
rights and intereste staked upon the trying of that 
indictment, A man who consents to run thas risk, 
and loses, may appeal, but ho other. Prof, Patton has 
teken no such risk, and consequently he cannot ap- 
peal, 
is not in a position to demand an appeal, 

The next sub-section of the law is that on which 
Prof, Pation bases his right to appeal, and the phra- 


eeology of whose separate clauses he employs to set | 


forth the reasons for his appeal. It reads thus: 


** Any irregularity in the proceedings of the inferior | 
judicatory ; a refusal of reasonable indulgence to a | 


party on trial; declining to receive important testi- 


mony; burrying to a decision before the testinivony is | 


fully taken ; a2 manifestation of prejudice in the case ; 
and mistake or injustice in the decision, are al! proper 
grounds of appeal.” . . . Now it might seem, at

inal cases, sentence is a judgtmment pronounced ; do 
With this definition agree all law writers who tinder- 
take to set fori.h tae Meaning of a sepievce. Even ia 
the Scriptures, the word hus no other meaning than 
this, wuen used in counection with law. Wereadin the 
Gospels that when the multitude, including tue chief 
priests, clamored for the crucifixion of Christ, ** Pilate 
give sentence that it shouid be as they required,” that 
is, he condemned the Lord to death by the cross. In 
the same sense, tue Wise Preacher emjloys the word 
when he says, * Because senfence against an evil work 
is not executed speedily, therefore the Raart of the 
eons of men is fully set im them to do evil,” 

This inspired ise of the word is that which obtains 
nniversally in ali books, and courts, and usages of law. 
And thus while tle noun sentence has a variety of sig- 
nifications, yetin law it has but one meaning, fixed 
and constant, ond that is, a deninciation of 
pains and penalties upor one who has been adjudged 
to be guilty of a public offense, And this is absoluteiy 
the oniy meaning of the word when it is used as a 
verb. To sentence, according to Webster, is “ to con- 
demn, to doom to punishment, as, to gent nce a conrict 
to death, to transportation, or to imprisonment,” 

And now let us apply this definition, the correctness 
of which it is impossivle to gainsay, to the facts of the 
trial before Presbytery. Wiil auyvody in his senses 
undertake to claim that the prosecutor was sentenced, 
that is, condemned, doomedto punishment? Certain- 
ly not, Then he cannot a)peal. It is impossible that 
any sentence should have been pronounced upon 
him by the court, for no sentence was 
pronounced upon any one, not even upon 
the defendant, Prof, Swing Was acquitted. That 
was the verdict of the Court, But sentence foilows 
conviction, and there was no conviction in the case, 
It would Le absurd tospeak of a verdict of acquittal 
asasentence, It is never a sentence, and it is never 
followed bya sentence, for that, as Ihave said, ai- 
wave signitica, in the usece of law, the denunciation of 
pains and penaitics, But an appellant, as our book 
very plainly teaches, must be one on whom sentence 
has been passed, for every appeal must be from “ pro- 
ceedings ” which are injuzious, or elise from “ a de- 
finitive sentence,” which, in ite very nature, must be 
oppressive, else it would not be a sentence at all. The 
defendant in this case, was not sentenced, but acquit- 
ted, and hence he has no motive to appeal, and his 
prosecutor has no right to appeal, because tue action 
of the Presbytery bas in no way inflicted upon him 
any wrongs which call for redrees. 

But perhaps if may be contended that the word 
sentence does not,as used in our Book of Discipline, 
have this precise meaning which I have given it. But 
that it does have this meaning, and this meaning 
alone, the teatimony of the book itself makes alsu- 
lutely sure. This, 1 think, must be admitted by all 
who will carefuliy attend to that testimony. 

In Book of Discipline, Chap. 8, Sec, 3, Sub-Se-. 15, 
we find language which clearly reveals the meaning of 
a definitive sentence, from which appeal may be taken. 
Thess are the words: *‘ Tae necessary operation of an 
appeal is to suspend all further proceedings on the 
ground of the sentence appeaied from. Butif a sen- 
tence of suspension or excommunication from church 
privileges, Or of deposition from otfice, be the senience 
appealed from, it shall be considered as in force until 
the appead shall be issued.” 

Can any one fail to see that this langnage clearly pre- 
sumes that it is the defendant who appeals from “a 
definitive sentence,” and that he doe’ so becaase he 
bas veen injured by the sentence (a sentence must 
always injure), and injure, it may be, to the extent 
of “suspension or excommunication from church 

rivileges,” or of “‘ deposition from office”? Prof, 

atton lies under no such sentence, nor under any 
sentence, nor has any sentence been pronounced by 
the Presbytery, nor has any action been taken which 
inflicts one particle of iajury upon him, 

The next few sub-sections of the law are made 
of directions to an appellant and

But that it may be made clear beyond ali question 
in whose favor a uew trial may be granted, I refer you 
to Book of Discipline, Chap. ix., ou new testimony. I 
quoie: “ If, after a trial before any judicatory, new 
testimony be discovered which is supposed to be highly 
tmportant to the exculpation of the accused, it is proper 
for him to ask, and for the judicatoiy to grant, anew 
trial.” The next section declares that such testimon y 
is sometime discovered during “the prosecution of 
appeals.” Tuis language is too plain to be misunder- 
stood. It shows conclusively that an appellant can be 
no other than 8 condemned party, and that, as a con- 
demned party, the judicatory next above may grant 
him a new trial in case new testimony is diszovered 
which may tend to his “ exculpation,” 

But this is not all. So jealous is the law to protect 
the individual whose rights may have been uninten- 
tionally violated, that it is careful to vide for the 
espeediest and fullest reparation seulbie. Bec, vi, of 
the same chapter declares that “ if very serious injury 
is likely to happen, either to the appellant or to the 
Church, by the delay which a new trial woald oc- 
casion,” then ta@ superior judicatory may itself, in- 
stead of ordering &@ new trial, proceed to try and 
decide the case in the light of the newly discovered 
testimony, if both tne appeliant and the court 
appealed from unite in such a request, Thus does the 
law take care to provide speedy relief for an injured 
party ; and it does so for the individual’s own sake, 
and for the sake of the Church; for, “ when one 
member suffers, all the members suffer with it.” 

And in this the ecclesiastical iaw is no more humane 
than the civil law. That is equally just im offeriuga 
new trial toa party injured, in case there should appear 
to be any good reason for doiugseo. Lat it gives no 
such opportunity to a prosecutor, 


Biackstone declares (Fourta Book, 361): “ In many | 
» | that any distinction wus made betwean an appesi and 


instances where, contrary to evidence, tue jury have 
found the prisoner guilty, their verdict hath been 
mercifulty set aside, and a new trial granted by the 
Court of King’s Bench, for in such case, as hath been 
said, it cannot be set right by atiaint.

And here Iam vi ought to consider the true posttion 
of a prosecutor in such a Case as tuis, It ia not that 
of an appeliant, but that of s compilainan: Ii tue 
prosecutor cialis, a6 be in eubstance does, that he can 
be anappelisnton the ground tuat the decision is 
unconsiitutional, thatit “is injurious to the interests 
of religion,” or tuat itis “calculated to degrade the 
character of those who haves pronovaced it,” the law 
offers him a chance to repair this public and general 
injury as a complainant, but not as an appeliant. 
“A complaint is a representation made t9 «a 
superior, by ahy member or members of a minority 
of an iufeiior judicatory, or by any oiher j,erson or 
persous, respecting a decision by an inferior ju lica- 
tory, which, in the opinion of the compisinant-, has 
been irregularly or unjustiy made,’ (B. D., Onep. 
vib, Sec, iv,, Sab-Sec, ii.) 

Such is the definition of a complaint given by our 
Bovuk of Discipline. Ii will be ovse:ved that it pro- 
vides for a resort to the higher courts by any one, 
though he may be neither an original party, nor en 
aggrieved party, nor aparty that has “ snbiaitted to 
@ reguiar trial,” noraparty under sentence, nor e 
party to whom a new trial may be granted, Ie it not 
pertectly manifest, from this language, that the only 
proper and iegai course jor the prvusecutor to pursue 
wouid bave been to complain? The law puts bim un- 
der manifold ditticulcics as an appellant, and abso- 
lntely forbids that he shali appeal; Lut it gives Lim an 
Open Wuy as « complainant, 

Of the truth of this statement, “ asenurance may be 
made doubly sure” by noticing the cases which the 
Book of Discipiine defines as *“ cases iw which com- 
piaint is proper and advisable.’ Whe cases descrived 
are three (B. D., Chap, via, Sec. iv., Sub-See, iii.), 
bamely: Where “ the judgment of an inferior judi- 
catory” has been “ favorable to the ouly party who 
had been placed at their bar,” where “ the judgment in 
question ” has done ** on wrong to an individual,” and 
where the party who is aggrieved by that judgment 
“declines the trouble of conducting an appeai,” 
How exactly do the first two of tiese supposed 
cases fit the facts of thie actual case which you are 
¢alied upon to decide, The judgment of the Chicago 
Presvytery las been “ favorabie” to Prof, Swing, wuo 
is ** the only party who has been placed at their var,” 
and itisa judgment which has done “no wrong to 
any individual.” If any man was diseatisfied with 
that judgment, if any man feitit to Le * injurious to 
the interests of religion,” were hethe original prose- 
cutor or any other person, his onl¥ way of getting the 
érror corrected was by compiaint to tae bigbker judi- 
caiory, Appeal be could not, 

Upon the thira supposed state of facts which could 
make acomplaint proper I need not remark, as that

complaint, ecems to be given chiefly, if not wholly, for

future action, The grand object of a complaint is 
thus not to put again in jeoparuy a manu who has once 
been acquitted, but to vindicate the purity of the 
Churca, Whatever the law of complaint may be sup-

acquitted, it certainly stops short of suying that be may 
agai be put on iriaifor the same offense on whi bh 
he has once been tried, It stops ehort of saying that 
he may be condemned. Nor does it say anyiaing like 
these things, nor anything from which these tuines 
can reasonably be inferred.

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In strong confirmation of this view is the fact that 
there are cases in our D g*st where the General As- 
biy censured and comdenned the action of the inferior 
court, while at the same time the judgment, which in- 
volved individuel rights, was allowed to stand.

Henee I maintain that the law of 
plaint cannot be understood to 
the arraignment ot an acquitted party again, and for 
the same public offense. It cont-mpiates, not the 
punishment of a person honorably viadicated, bat tho 
protection of the Gharch from injery, And this is 
what the prosecutor in this case should, with his 
views, have sought. He should have complained, a 
remedy from the use of which he is now debarred by 
constitutional enactment, 

There is, then, a right anda wrong way of dealing 
with cases of prosecution for public offenses. Having 
thus briefly indicated the right way,—the way woicn 
should haye been pursued by the prosecutor,—let me 
now return to the business of. showing still more fully 
that the way upon which be has actually entered is a 
wrong way—« way which cannot be pursue except by 
first beating down the defenses of law, ani by disre- 
garding the authority of precedents.

THE SNY LEVEE 


The Attempt to Cut the Levee Li 
to Lead to Protracted Litigation, 
Speciat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Quincy, li]., Oct. 19.—The eighty-eight men 
who were arrested on Sunday morning whils ap 
tempting to cut the Soy Levee are sill in 
custody in the city, and will probably have an 
examination to-morrow. Messrs. Rupert & 
Shaw, in whose service thé mén were engaged, 
are now in this city, and declare themselves ready 
to assume all responsibility for the attempt to 
cut the levee. They claim that the Say is « nay- 
igable stream, and that the Levee Commissioners. 
had no right to obstruct it. They claim further 
that, haviog beén in possession and asé of tie 
water-power as the mouth of the Say for over 
forty years, they have acquired rights of which 
they caunot be lawfully doprived by légisiatirvs 
enactmeat. These are the main pots thas will 
be set up by the attorneys for Messrs. Saaw & 
Rupert. Caps. Wes:lake, the Chairman, and Mr. 
_ Joues, the Secretary, of the Levees Commission, 
who arrived in the city to-day. deny aod will re 
sist the claims put forward by Messrs. R 6 
Shaw. They say that after the levee beea 
built the owners of the Rockport water. power 
asked that water be supplied to Sny by means of 
a canal, aod offered $5,000 for this purpose. But 
| the Commissiovers insisted thst they had no aa- 
| thority under the Levee act to uoderteke such an 
enterprise. Tbey further claim that the water 
_sbed fora distance of over 50 miles, together 
| with a multitade of smaii streams that empty iato 
the Snv, are suificient to oappls the water-powes 
in ordinary seasons. The Rockport mills have 
| been ia operation forthe last two years until 
withia a few weeks, and the Commissioners art 
of the opinion that the defiftency of water com- 
plained of by the mill-owners is due to the 
dry seasou and not to the building of the levee.

Acar Jackson, 
Squabbie. 
Curror, La., Oct. 19.—Capt. Bannon, who 

waa in the bugzy with Gair at the time of the at- 

tempted assassivation, gives substavtially the 
following statement: That on Wednesday night 

Gair spoke in Point Coupee Parish, near Her- 

mitage, Breaux being present. He saw that the 

only chance to beat Gair in the coming Novem- 
ber election was to get him out of the way. On 

Saturday morning, the 17th inst., about 

8 oclock, Gair and Capt. Baunon left 

Bayou Sara in a buggy together, for 

speaking at Jackson, La., to take place at 

12 o'clock that day. Col. Griflin and Recorder 

Morgan, of Point Coupce,: were in a buggy fol- 

lowing ciose behind at the time of the attempted 

assassination. At half-past 11 o'clock, whea 
within about one mile of Jackson, in the Parish 
of West Feliciana, the unkrown assassin, con- 
cealed in the bushes, fired witha rifle, just as 
the buggy passed tar enough to give a fair view 
of Gair. Tbe ball, grazing Capt. Bannon on the 


back of the neck,—he being next to the assassin, |

of the carotid artery, and ranging the cheek.

GOSPEL OF DESPAIR. 
The argumenis which seek to justify it to the 
reason and conscience wither ana sannk in the 
light of calm reason.

HIGHLY-CONNECTED. 


A Couple of Circus-Employes Give a 
Matrimenial YViatamee te Admuiring 
Cincinnratians,

CrxcinnaTI, O., Oct. 19.—The most senestion- 
al fair-weather balloon-trip on record was made 
to-day from thiscity. Al:hough partly Barnum’s 
advertising business, the features it presented 
were so novel and peculiar that all the papers, 
even the Commercial, were forced intoa minute 
description worthy of it. It was a wedding iu a 
balloon in mid-air. The bride, a beautiful red- 
headed blonde, was Miss Mary FE. Walsh, one of 
the most charming riders in the hippodrome ; 
the groom, Mr. Charlies M. Couiton, one of the 
ticket-sellers ; bridesmaid, Annie Yates, one of 
the riders ; groomsman, W. E. Coup, manager 
of the show; officiating clereyman, H. B. Jef- 
fries, Church of Christ, Pitisburg. The balloon 
was in charge of Prof. Donaldson; the 
large balloon P. T. Barnum, fully inflated, 
being ured. Mr. D. 8. Thomas, press Agent of 
the Hippodrome, accompanied the party. The 
basket, perch, concentrating, ring and ropes were 
gaily decorated with the national colors, and with 
artificial jowers. The passengers were ail elab- 
orately and tastefully dressed, and at the close 
of the afiernoon’s entertainment the bridal par- 
tv marched out from the Hippodiome, ied by the 
grapd band, and followed by the principal people 
of the show, to where tne balloon was 
tugging at its tethers, unpatiently waiting their 
coming. P. T. Barnum and his bride were 
among those gathered to wish them a safe trip. 
A rather fuuny incident ocenred. Mr. Donald- 
son, finding that he could take one more pas- 
senger, called Mr. Thomes, and the latter bad 
stepped into the basket. At that moment Dar- 
num, who bas long been talking about 
making «a trip, stepped up to speak 
to the bride, who was in the 
basket. Mrs, Barnum was alarmed immediately. 
She fancied that be was avout to follow his press 
agent into the car, and she ran up and cant 
hold of his coat-tails, aud ordered him back in 
an authoritative way, ratherfunny to see. The 
old gentleman followed her ey back. At 
4:30 p. m., to the music ‘“*Upin a Balloon,” the 
balioon gailed. Its upward flight was 
beautiful. Ic went up almost straight, 
with swift grace. A shower of tlowers fell from 
it, and the vast crowd of spectators cheered. 
When it bad reached the height of amile, a para- 
chute was dropped to indicate that the weading 
in the air had been duly completed. The nup- 
tial ceremony occupied about five minutes, the 
preacher making a brief. address. ‘The 
balloon was in the air only forty mun- 
utes, landing on the northern outskirts of 
the city om one of the hills, where the party 
were speedily overtaken by reporters ina car- 
riages, and where several bottles were cracked. 

Lhis evening there 1s to be @ reception at their 
hotel, the Crawford House. It is understood 
that, as the bride wa Catholic, the ceremouy 
will be repeated on terra firma by a Catholic 
priest. 

Ou reaching the city proper, the bridal party 
were taken direct to the Archeriscopal re-i- 
dence, where, in the presence of Arciibishop 
Purcel'!, Mr. and Mra. Coulton were made man 
and wife under the rites of the Catholic Church, 
by the Kev. Father Quiun. The Archbishop 
smiled kindly on them all, and gavo to each of 
the party a photograph of himself as a souvenir 
of the bappy and extraordivary occasion.

Yet I feel confident to say that David Friedrich 
Strauss and others greatly missiate facts, whea 
idevtifying myths and miracles, to throw boil of 
them into one and the same cauldrou. The hail 
that destroys the fruits, and the rain that heips 
produce them, is pot one and the same thing, 
though the elemen: they contain and the source 
they come from ig the same, There is, methinks, 
a much wider difference between polytheistic my- 
thology and the belief in a wonder-working, all- 
wise, and Almighty Deity, than there ms be- 
tween the belief m muuacies and the belief 
in the divine ruie of inflex.vle, adamantine iaw. 
For miracle-belief includes‘ and allirms even the 
sovereignty of a wise and universal mind ; it im- 
phes the general rule of an unchangeable law, 
only allowing some excepiional interrup.ions for 
the sake of the chosen few. It is the conneching 
link between chaotic beathevism aud absoiute 
monotaeism. As divine revelation was at no 
time an instruction in natural philosophy and 
aciepce, we canuot exnect the Israelites in the 
wilderness at once to change their notions about 
storm and rain, or the mution of the sun. Ail 
the change they bad firet to undergo was in the 
direction of poiuting out the true mana ing aod 
acting power in the great theatre cf Naiure, 
bui net of explaining the modes of actioa, Por 
many centuries they straggled, uutl they ar- 
rived at the pot of attributing the manifold 
mini-trations of life im Nature, mtherto diviaed 
among the different gods, to one and only ove 
God. They could pot 80 easily part with the 
oid fructifving heayen-god Baal, aad their frit- 
producing god, Mother Astarte, and their 
short-lived child Adonis, as their clear-sigaced 
prophets wanted chem to do. Only gradualy 
they were elevated to trust m thea j-providing 
power, wisdom, and love of Jehuvah. Lut, 
even then, tue old notion about the battle wiih 
Kabao, tue :torm-clond, stil prevailed, and 
was to be applied to Jehovah.
